of C. I. O.'s first constitutional convention Friday, apparently undisturbed by 
the refusal of the International Ladies Garment Workers Union to join in a 
pcrmanct C. I. O. 
The announcement in Washington 


-©that the Garment Workers, one of the 


founders of C. I. O. three years ago, 
would assume n neutral position in 
labor's civil war did not surprise eith- 
er Lewis or his C. I, O. leaders. The 
opinion was general in C. I. O. conven- 
tion headquarters that the Garment 
Workers would eventually return to 
the American Federation of Labor. 


Against Dual Unionism 


The uctoon of the I. L. G. W. U. , an- 


nounced in Washington by David Du- 
binsky, union president, disclosed that 
the break came over the issue of peace 
or war in the labor movement. Du- 
binsky's executive board voted against 
sending delagatcs to the convention 
opening Monday on the grounds it was 
opposed to dual unionism as represent- 
ed by the bitter struggle for labor su- 
premacy between Lewis' movcftvcnl 
and the A. F. of L. 


The board said it recognized the "his- 


toric service" C. I. O. had performed 
in organizing workers in mass pro- 
duction industries, but was "No less 
keenly aware that the perpetuation of 
the division of labor through -the ex- 
istence of two national competitive la- 
bor bodies would prove ruinous to the 
worker." 


Parley Offer Expected 


The decision of the I. L. G. W. U. 


to stand alone and continue its efforts 
to restore labor peace, will not ex- 
clude tlie subject of unity from the 
C. I. O. agenda. It is regarded as un- 
likely that any militant minority will 
challenge Lewis' stand on unity nego- 
tiations. He is expected to declare that 
lie will return to the peace conference 
table if the A. F. of L. will moderate its 
policy to carry on the fight until C.I.O. 
capitulates. 


Lewis named Thomas Kennedy, lieu- 


tenant governor of Pennsylvania, as 
chairman of a committee to draft and 
l>esent a constitution for a permanent 
C. I. O. Kennedy is secretary-treasur- 
er of Lewis' United Mine Workers 
Union.

that the Duke and Duchess of Wind- 
sor might establish a home in England 
soon after January 1 was forecast by 
the couple's friends Saturday as the 
ultimate result of a friendly meeting 
with the Duke and Duchess of Glou- 
cester Friday. 


Brothers Meet 


PARIS, France—(IP)—A fraiendly, in- 


formal meeting with the Duke and 
Duchess of Gloucester Friday brought 
the Duke of Windsor back into the 
British royal family circle with social 
acceptance of his American wife. The 
Gloucesters spent Armistice Day with 
the exiled former King Edward VIII 
and the wife for whom he abdicated. 


When the two couples left their 


hotel for an. afternoon drive they were 
cheered by a sidewalk crowd. 
".'"My goodness",'"* 1 never expected 
this," said the Duchess of Windsor. 
"Neither did I," replied the Duchess 
of Gloucester. "But it's rather fun, 
isn't it?" 


The meeting of Edward and his 


younger brother was expected in Brit- 
ish circles to be followed by sucessive 
receptions of the Windsors by other 
members of the royal family, event- 
ually permitting them to return to 
England. Friends of the Windsors be- 
lieved the Gloucesters had brought 
an invitation for Edward and his wife 
to spend Christmas with the royal 
family in London. 


Believed to be emissaries of King 


George, the Gloucesters .greeted the 
Windsors behind closed doors of a 
suite in Hotel Meurice in the first re- 
union of the brothers since Edward 
left England after his abdication Dec- 
ember 10, 1936. A spokesman said the 
two men shook hands and smiled with 
"extreme warmth and affection." The 
two duchesses were described as being 
"very gracious to each other."

1,000 Years_tp Fly to Earth 


There Is Life on Red Planet, But Science Speculates

NEW YORK—In 60 years since the so-called "canals" were discovered on 


Mars, science has not been able to rule out absolutely the possibility of living 
beings on the red planet. 


Two kinds of beings are still possi-©- 


ble there. 


One is the "life as we know it" sort, 


meaning oxygen breathers like men. 
Astronomers have definitely establish- 
ed that Mars has only about one- 
thousandth the oxygen in its air that 
is present on earth. No human could 
live there without an oxygen helmet. 


Mars Shy on Oxygen 


But, as pointed out by Dr. Henry 


Norris Russell of Princeton University, 
one of the world's great astronomers 
persons on Mars, of no greater in- 
telligence than man. could have learn- 
ed to extract oxygen to use for breath- 
ing purposes. A long time ago Mars 
is presumed to have had more abun- 
dant oxygen. 


The other sort of person on Mars 


would be "anerbic," that is, not need- 
ing oxygen. Among bacteria and a 
few other low froms.of.life on earth 
there are "anerobes." TJiey live jvith- 
out oxygen. So if evolution is plaus- 
ible, life might develop on Mars with 
little need for oxygen, 


Mars' temperature, around the equa- 


tor, in summer is about 50 degrees 
Fahrenheit. This has been accurately 
measured by astronomers. 
Clouds 


have been seen in telescopes. They 
seem to stand about 15 miles above the 
surface. 
They may be huge dust 


storms. 


A few "canals" are two thousand 


miles or more long, almost straight 
lines. They stretch across the planet's 
face at odd angles. 
Short feeders, 


like telephone cross-trees, enter them 
at some places. 


Looks Like Vegetation 


Some areas on Mars turn distinctly 


gray-green in summer. 
Vegetation 


is the best guess as to the cause of this 
color change. 


If this is vegetation, it probably 


would be of a lowly, desert varity. 


Photographs 
do not 
show 
the 


"canals" at all. These have to be seen 
with the eye. Some of the best as- 
tronomers claim to see them: others 
have denied the lines are visible. 


The earth's separation from com- 


munication with Mars is becoming less 
certain now. Theoretically a space 
ship could make the flight. 


Wojuld Take 1,000 Years 


Rocket ship propulsion would do it 


—for a man who had one thousand 
years or more to live and fuels which 
do not now exist. 


The engineering 
principles 
have 


been established by rocket motor 
scientists. These have shown through 
"empty" space, in fact, travel much 
easier there than in atmosphere. 


Rocket engineers have 
produced 


speeds of 700 miles an hour with small 
rocket motors, and might predict that 
speeds of 1,000 miles an hour are at- 
tainable. 


At that rate, unless the rocket ship 


travelled many times faster in space, 
it would take about 1,400 years to fly 
to Mars when the planet is closet. The 
distances from earth range from 34,- 
000,000 miles to 46, 000,000. 


For Martians, if they exist, to be 


the pioneers in a trip between planets, 
much more advanced knowledge than 
exists on earth would be necessary. 
Scientists know that stories of high 
energy exist in the binding forces of 
atoms that could drive a rocket ship 
millions of miles. 


iBut there is yet no idea of how this 


energy can be obtained, and some 
doubt that it can ever be done. If 
Maritains have found out how to get 
atomic energy, it is likely they also 
have the materials and the engineering 
skill to make a flight to earth. 


But no Martians have arrived, so 


that this speculation, like all the others 
ends in the verdict—no evidence of 
higher forms of life on Mars.

The tuberculosis Seal for this year 


is unusally attractive, according to 
James H, Pilkinton chairman. 
It 


shows a mother and two young child- 
ren in the costumes of the Victorian 
age lighting a candle in the window of 
their home. At the bottom on either 
side is a red double-barred cross, 
insignia of the international fight 
against tuberculosis. The Seal carries 
the words "Health Greetings." 


Bordered in red, the seal Is carried 


out in typical Christmas colors, mak- 
ing an attractive decoration for greet 
ing cards and gifts. The corner of 
each sheet of 100 Seals carries the por- 
traits of four men who have played 
imporatan parts in the fight against 
tuberculosis. 


The Seal was designed by Lloyd 


Coe, a New York artist. The theme 
is intended to signify the protection 
that the organized fight against tub- 
erculosis brings to the home.

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Defense of Democracy Begins at Home 


While we are talking about defending American democracy against the 


rise of the totalitarian states, it would be a fine thing for us to spend a little 
time pondering over the federal court's ruling in regard to Mayor Hague's 
rule in Jersey City. 


The court's ruling itself is familiar enough. So. unfortunately, is Mayor 


Hague's habit of bouncing out of town all speakers, organizers or leaders 
whose ideas don't happen to look Am'erican. to him. But the relationship 
between fee sort of thing which the court banned and the overseas variety of 
dictatorship is something that cannot too often be examined. 


We make 'a great mistake 
if we assume that it takes uniformed storm 


troops, egowteniac spellbinders and, tin involved, hysterical dieology to make 
a dictatorship. A rising dictatorship acquires those things alorig the way, of 
-course, but it starts with something much simpler. 


That something is little more than the idea that society can best protect 


itself by granting a hearing only to those people or organziations who say 
what the great majority wants to hear. Sometimes the idea sounds pretty 
reasonable. Every society wants to protect itself; cracking down on dissenters 
and trouble-makers often looks like the best way. 


But aD the rest follows from that Shut up the unimportant soapboxer. 


and the next step is to shut op the man who really voices a grievance that 
deserves to be listened to. Shut him up, and the next step is to silence every- 
oae *3x> disagrees with, the ruling majority. And when you have done that, 
tte ruling majority may cease to be a majority without ceasing to rule— and 
you .have a dictatorship,

Growing pains, according to n Brit- 


ish investigator, are.ustially found In 
children who are ill, weak, Unorcon- 
ourtahed, unhappy, work too hard, or 
walk too far to school. The children 
who have these pains usually suffer 
frequently from colds and occasiona- 
lly also have bad posture. 


There seems to be some difference 


between the kind of pain which is 
perticularly growing pain and the 
kind which is associated with the dev- 
elopment of rheumatic fever. In an 
investigation made in London among 
71 children, it was found that dark 
and brown-eyed children were more 
likely to suffer from growing pains 
than were blue-eyed children. 


From the point of view of the phy- 


sician, it is excedingly important to 
distinguish growing pain from the kind 
of pain which is associated with rheu- 
matic fever. In the latter condition, 
the child should, of course, be put to 
bed immediately and everything posl- 


ble must be done to prevent the heart 
from sustaining any serious injury. 
, Accompanying the pains associat- 
ed with rheumatic fever,- there -Is frc* 
quently redness swelling and sore 
throat. In growing pnins, the sore 
throat is not present. 
v 


Obviously, It is of the utmost im- 


portance to make the correct distinct- 
ion between the two conditions since 
it would be -wholly wrong to make 
nn invalid out of u child who was mere 
ly suffering from a disturbance of pos- 
ture, difficulty with nutrition, or n 
tendency to overweight under the im- 
pression that the pains of which the 
child complained were actually the be- 
ginnings of heart disease.

Book On Christ A Lifetime Work 


It is obviously futile to try to eval- 


uate the results of 40 years' research in 
a few concise paragraphs, yet that is 
the problem Hall Caine leaves the re- 
viewer in his 1300 page book, "Life of 
Christ" (Doubleday, Doran: ?3.50). 


Here, certainly, is one of the most 


ambitious writing projects recently 
conceived, so sweeping in fact that 
Caine was still at it when he died. He 
had spent nearly 40 years in close 
study of the life of Jesus, had made 
many trips to Palestine, prepared a 
number of translations. When he died 
he' left a 3,000,000 word manuscript 
which took eight years to corelate anc 
reduce to 650,000 words. 


What is here that is not covered in 


the more than 3000 books on Christ al- 
ready published? Just this: a highly 
personalized, readable account of the 
life of Jesus Christ. 


And to the scholarly Hall Caine 


Jesus is a truly living personality, al- 
though he is inclined to discount some 
of the miracles, such as the feeding oJ 
the 5000 and the walking on the sea. 


Tiie result is that Mr. Caine has giv- 


en us a life of Christ 'stripped, as he 
says "of the assertions of all the 
ages since his deaht." But do not con- 
sider for one minute that you have 
here a lesser Christ. 


It is not too much to place his book 


among the best written about Christ in 
modern times. And assuredly it is 
the «i«st exhaustive veceutly,—P. G. F 


Finishing Floors 


Floors finished with shellac, var- 


nish, or floor seal, combined with war, 
are becoming increasingly popular with 
home demonstration club women in 
Hempstead county. According to their 
reports, the labor saved in caring for 
them is one of the big points in their 
favor. 


Such floors should never be scrubbed 


with water. Sweeping or dry mopping 
should be all that is necessary, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Ida A. Fcnton, extension 
economist'in home management, Uni- 
versity of Arkansas College of Agri- 
culture. 


To make « good dry floor mop, she 


recommends barely dampening a soft 
cotton mop with a mixture consisting 
of three parts of kerosene and one part 
of paraffin oil. When the mop becomes 
dirty is should be washed in hot soap 
and water, dried, and again' dampened 
with the mixture of kerosene and 
paraffi noil. 


Exceptional patches of dirt that can- 


not be removed in this way may be 
taken off by rubbing the area lightly 
with fine steel wool moistened with 
turpentine. Where the finishe is one 
of the new floor seals, badly soiled 
spots, such as gray spots where water 
has stood on the floor for a time, can 
be sanded by hand, patched with seal, 
and buffed with a pad of steel wool. 
Then, if the rest of the floor is waxed, 
they should be waxed. 


Varnish finish, if kept in good con- 


dition, offers protection against water 
scars; but if it does become stained it 
is not so toasily repaired, she said. 


Mrs. Fenton recommends renewing 


a wax finish every 4 to 6 months, de- 
pending on the amount of wear on the 
floor.

A set of good springs is as nec- 


essary as a good mattress to insure 
having a comfortable bed. Good prings 
are ones made of tempered steel with 
the individual coils held together with 
small tension springs instead of wire 
segments. Springs to be used by adults 
s>/3uld not give more than an inch 
when pressed down by the hand, or 
more than half the height of the spring 
when a person lies down on them with- 
out the mattress, the specialist advises. 
The springs should be so firm that the 
mattress does not sway from side to 
side when the sleeper turns or moves
